“Wyery motor yebllicle shall carry 
during the period from one jour at. 
ter sunset to one hour before sun-| 
rise, at least two lighted lamps, one | 
cn each side, showing white lights | 
visible at least two hundred feet in 
the direction towards which such 
motor vehicle is proceeding, or tis 
headed if rot in motion, and upon |

each of such lights ‘shall be dis-:lay- 
ed in such manner as to be plairly 
visible when such lamps are lighted 
the license number of such motor 
vehisle, such figures to be of Arabic | 
numerals, not less than one inch 
in height, and there shall also be at- 
tached to the rear end of such mo- 
tor vehicle a lighted . lamp which 
shall have in addition to a red lens 
at least one white lens so arranged 
as to cast q white light upon the 
license number of the motor vehicle 
and make the same plainly vistble; | 
Provided that motor cycles shall on- 
ly be rezuired to display one white 
light in the. direction in which they 
are proceeding. 

i “Every motor: vehicle shall be eq- 
uipped with adequate brakes, suffici- 
ent to Cqatrol such motor vehicle at 
all times, and also with suitable 
tell, gong, or horn or other device 
which shall be sounded whenever it 
shall be reasonably necessary to no- 
tify pedestrians or others of the 
aPproach of any such vehicle. 

‘‘No person shall operate a motor 
vehicle upon any public highway or 
street where the. same passes through 
any city, town or village at a 
greater speed than one mile tn three 
minutes, ror at a srenter speed ‘than 
one mile in six minutes in turning 
a cornez, of an intersecting public 
iighway or street ir any city, town 
or villare. | : 
| “Any pereon operating 
vehicle on any street or highway | 
within any city, town or village 
shall operate such motor vehicle in 
‘such manner that the same shall not 
cross over from ore side of. “such 
j street, or highway to the other side 
thereof between intersccting © streets

“No male person under sixteen 
years of age, and no female person 
under eighteen years of age — shall 
jcrive or operate a motor vehicle up. | 
on any public strect, highway, road, | 
park, parkway, or driveway. ! 

“‘No intoxicated person shall drive | 
,or operate a motor vehicle in any ; 
place.

turn to the right of the centre of 
the travelled portion of the highway, 
and give the person so making the 
request an opportunity to pass; but 
in passing the person in charge of 
such motor vehicle and the other 
male occupants thereof over the age 
of fifteen years shall give such  as- 
sistance gs they are able to the oc- 
cupant or occupants of .the vehicle, 
if assistance be asked, in thus 
nassing the driver of the motor ve- 
hicie shall use all care to prevent 
accidents.

ALL ARE JEALOUSLY GUARDED 


But, While the Dies Are Invariably 
Saved, the Steel Plates Are Melted 
Down and Become Some Part of the 
Armament of Uncle Sam's Warships. 


All of the notes, bonds, checks and 
Issues of the govern: 
nent, including postage stamps, inter: 
nail revenue stimps and the different 
denominations of currency issued to 


| national banks, are printed from = en- 


graved plates in the bureau of engray- 
ing and printing at Washington. 

The original dies are never destroy: 
ed. By a system of transferring the 
impression or design is’ passed from 
the die to a soft steel roll, which is 
later burdened. A hundred plates can 
be produced from one hard steel roll. 

All of this engraved work receives 
the same supervision and is accounted 
for just as accurately as the securities 
that are printed therefrom, Every 
morning the plates are issued to the 
various printing divisions of the bu- 
reiu, and in the evening, when the 
day’s work is over, they are returned 
to the vaults of the custodian of dies, 
rolls aud plates, where they are count- 


ed, checked and locked up with time | 


loclis, 

After approximately 50,000 impres- 
sions are printed from a steel plate It 
becomes useless ‘as far as its original 
purpose ts concerned. ‘I'he delicately 
engraved lines and) geometric lathe 
work become worn. and the portrait 
loses its detail, When the plate be- 
comes so affected as to render it unfit 
for further satisfactory printing a du- 
plicate is ordered to be made for 
printing tuture orders from the treas- 
ury department. ‘Tbe old plate is then 
canceled and laid aside, subsequently 
to be destroyed, 

This destruction, or, rather, trans- 


! formation, takes place just after. the 


thi 


| dst of January each year under the di- 


rection of a committee appointed by 
the secretary of the treasury composed 
of three persons, one of whom repre- 
sents the secretary and acts as ebatr- 
ian, another the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue and the third looking 


after the interests of the comptroller | 


of the currency. 
Under instructions from the depart- 


i ment the committce makes a schedule 


in duplicate of all the canceled mate- 
vial, the original list being retained by 
the committee to form a part of its re- 
port to the secretary and the duplicate 
placed inside the box in which the 
plates are to be packed. ‘The boxes 
are made to hold an average of 10 
pounds each. As ench bos is filled the 
cover is nailed on and the box num. 
Dered and sealed with the treasury 
seal. ‘The sealed boxes are then stored 
in the vaults of the bureau until such 
tine as is conventent for their convey: 
ance to the place of destruction. 

The committee recently reported to 
the secretary of the treasury the de: 
struction of 4,826 pieces, weighing 
41,810 ponnds—over twenty tons—with- 
drawn fromy the vaults.

mittee must wait until all the melted 
steel is drawn from the furnace und 
the cupola opened and cooled.

eventually find their way to the arma- 
ment of our modern battleships. 


It may be a yoke for an eight inch | 


gun weighing three or four tons, or ft 
may be some minor casting for n tor- 
pedo tube. It fs not beyond the range 
of possibility that the officer who sights 
one of the immense fourteen inch rifles 
fay have in bis pocket at the time a 
note of some denomination printed 
from a steel money plate that has de- 
veloped by a series of evolutions into a 
part of the very gun be ts adjusting to 
wreak destruction upon any object in 
the path of {ts flying projectile.
